coinage of dollars of the weight of 412,'-< 
grains of dilver of standard fineness. 
It limitri tho coinage of such dollars to 
$100,000,000 a year and provides that 
the coinage shall cease wh»n one thou- 
sand iuilliou& are coined. 


The bill alf-o provides that the silver 


bullion uow held m the treusnry, pur- 
chased under the provisions of the act 
of July 14, 1800, in excess of the amount 
necessary to redeem the treasury notes 
issued under tho provisions of that act, 
shall bo coined into standard silver 
dollars and converted into the treasury 
as miscellaneous reserve. 


Should this bill become a law it 


would take at lua.st ten years to coin 
tLt> number of silver dollars which it 
provide^ for with all the mints running 
to their full capacity. By that time the 
population of the United States will 
exceed 75,000,OUU, aud when the coinage 
limit is reached the number of dollars 
would not exceed a dozen per capita, 
making allowance for loss and those 
u^ed in the urt.«. France to-day, with 
a population of less than 40,000,000, has 
$700,000,000 in silver comb, and is the 
mjwt prosperous country in Europe. 
It is, therefore, not unreasonable to 
a isuinft that the coinage of 75,000,000 or 
100.0JJ.OOJ of silver dollars a year 
•would restore prosperity to tho United 
States aud make it what it was before 
the Wall Street combination attempted 
to forte the single gold standard upon 
the people. 


Any le^inlatiou, however, that re- 


quires tho government to purchase sil- 
ver will not be satisfactory to the Sil- 
ver men

It Cause* a I/ively l>ebate In the Senat*. 


WASHINGTON, September 27.—In the 


Senate the resolution offered yesterday 
by Dubois of Idaho to postpone legis- 
lation respecting Federal election laws, 
finance and the tariff until January 15, 
because of the vacancies in the Sena- 
torial representation of Washington, 
Montana and Wyoming, was taken up 
and Dubois addressed the Senate in 
advocacy of its adoption. He det&ilec 
the importance of the questions in 
volved and the interest of these bu1 
partially-represented States in the leg 
itlation engaging the attention of Con 
gress. He had no doubt, if the resolu 
tion was adopted, the Governors o 
these States would lay aside every 
other consideration than that of duty 
to their States, and that a full quota o 
Senators would be present when Con 
gress resumed consideration of matters 
referred to in the resolution. 


The resolution gave rise to a livelj 


debate in which Washburn, Dubois 
Mitchell, Chandler Wolcott, Allen anc 
Gorman participated.

Ho JTii-cs a Shu-ncr of Bullet.s into the 


Chicago Hoard ot Trade. 


CHICAGO, September 27.—A fusilade 


of bullets was fired into the wheat pit 
on the Board of Trade about noon. 
Traders scattered in a hurry, business 
came to a standstill and the wildest 
excitement ensued. A. N. Bennett, a 
broker, received a frightful wound in 
tho neck; Charles Roeswell, telegraph 
operator, was shot in the chin, shatter- 
ing the whole face. A woman in the 
inspector's gallery was also wounded. 
The shooter was a red-headed man in 
the gallery. He was quickly overpow- 
ered anc! taken to the secretary's office. 
Ho is supposed to bo insane. 


L VTDR—Both of the wounded men 


will die. The shooter gained access 
to the visitor's gallery a few minutes 
before the tragedy. 
He fired five 


shots at random into the pit. Ben- 
nett, the Secretary of the Board of 
Trade and Mutual Benefit Association, 
and a prominent member of the Board 
states that the report that a woman 
was wounded was unfounded. 
The 


man, 
after being taken in charge by 


the police, gave his name as Cassius 
Belden of 365 La Salle avenue, Chicago. 
He is undoubtedly a maniac. 
The 


shooting caused the wildest excitement 
on the floor. Panic stricken brokers 
dashed for exits, creating a jam which 
threatened to become serious for a 
time. The sound of the shots and hur- 
rying out of the Board habitues noti- 
fied outsiders that something unusual 
had transpired, and in a few minutes 
thousands had gathered in and around 
the big building and the utmost ex- 
citement prevailed for a time. 


The prisoner, after 
reaching the 


police station, asked to see a reporter. 
He said he was a carriage painter. He 
told a long and rambling story about 
having been hypnotized by a man 
named Nones three years ago, and hav- 
ing been under hypnotic 
influence 


ever since. He at last reached an ex- 
alted stage. He declared it had been a 
hard struggle for bread, but when they 
began to sell his soul on the Board of 
Trade he resisted. They had already 
sold his two children in Philadelphia, 
where, he says, he has a wife. He is 
dressed as a laboring man. 


It appears that a woman was wounded 


after all, Mrs. W. W. Lewis of Titns- 
ville, Pa., one of the spectators in the 
other gallery. She started down stairs 
as soon as the shooting began. The 
last bullet glanced and struck her in 
the back, cansing a flesh wound, from 
which she fainted. At first it was sap- 
posed that she had faulted from fright 
merely.

A. STATE 2SATIONAI. BASK. 


An Idea Suggested that a State Might 


Conduct IU Finance* Upon the Jfs- 
tional Banking Syntein. 


The State of Nevada has locked up 


in its treasury $500,000 in government 
bonds drawing f oar per cent interest. 
Upon this investment the State de- 
rives $20,000 a year. 


If these bonds were held by five or 


more private persons by organizing as 
a national banking association, they 
would be loaned by the general gov- 
ernment, without interest, $460,000 in j 
national backing currency, while still 
continuing to receive the $20,000 annual 
interest upon the bonds. Upon this 
$450,000 in currency, however, five per 
cent r.hereof in lawful money must be 
deposited in the United States treasury 
for the redemption of such notes as 
may be presented there. The $450,000 
national banking currency itself may 
be loaned out for interest, or reinvested 
in government bonds and a second in- 
stallment of currency to the extent of 
ninety per cent of the par value of the 
bonds received. 


The writer is aware of no prohibition 


other than the Constitution of the State 
of Nevada—which is amendable—that 
would prevent the finances of the State, 
if the people so chose, of being con- 
ducted upon a national banking basis. 
Should there be no insurmountable 
barrier in the way of such a course, it 
seems the matter is important enough 
to deserve possibly serious considera- 
tion. Without attempting to discuss 
the modus operandi to effect the re- 
quired change, some of the advantages 
which might result from such a policy 
are briefly presented: 


The $500,000 in four per cent govern- 


ment bonds now lying idle hi the State 
vaults, as a basis for circulation, would 
bring into the treasury $450,000 in cur- 
rency. Upon this currency, for re- 
demption purposes, the State would 
have to deposit in the treasury at 
Washington $22,500 in lawful money 
With the $450,000 could be purchased 
county bonds, which bear on an average 
six per cent interest, thus adding $27,- 
000 annually to swell the receipts of 
the State government. The $500,000 
would then draw in interest annually 
$17,000, or 9.4 per cent. However, de- 
ducting the government tax of one per 
cent annually upon circulation,amount- 
ing to $3,500, would leave a net interest 
of $43,500, or 8.7 per cent as the net 
rate. 


This State national bank would be 


entitled to receive deposits and loan 
money upon approved security. The 
receipts from this source would tend 
to lessen State taxes, thus operating as 
a powerful factor in the solicitation of 
such deposits. A considerable por- 
tion of the State revenue, which now 
approximates $400,000 a year, might, 
under proper safeguards, be likewise 
made to draw interest, and not only 
tend to State development, but to keep 
this money in circulation which is 
otherwise withdrawn from the channels 
of trade and contributes its relative 
portion to contraction. Probably more 
than $150,000 of State funds could be 
kept all the time at interest, bringing 
into the State coffers annually ten or 
twelve thousand dollars. 


In addition the surplus of any county 


funds and a considerable portion of 
county receipts from taxation which 
ai e now deposited with the banks hi 
the different counties, where there are 
any, might with more advantage to the 
public in general be deposited in such 
State bank where the interest from its 


so would accrue to the whole people. 
The rate of security for private loans 


could be with safety fixed at some arbi- 
trary proportion of the valuation of the 
property for taxation purposes. 


It is not improbable that if such a 


system could be effectively carried out, 
it could be made to contribute fifty or 
sixty thousand'dollars annually to the 
support of the State government and 
act as a powerful factor in State de- 
velopment. However, the idea ispre^ 
sented for what it is worth.
